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FOREWORD 


In  the  prefatory  remarks  to  our  April  Mail  Bid  Sale  we  announced  that  the  next 
affair  of  the  kind  would  take  place  in  the  Autumn.  Fortunately  for  our  reputation  as  a 
Prophet  we  added  that  we’d  be  happy  to  have  an  Auction  at  any  time  if  the  material 
became  available.  Much  to  our  surprise,  a modest  but  not  uninteresting  group  of  Crowns 
and  Talers  appeared  when,  and  where,  least  expected.  The  owner  particularly  wished  to 
have  it  disposed  of  in  the  merry  month  of  June,  well  in  advance  of  the  Autumn. 

We  are  still  planning  a Sale  later  this  year.  With  some  luck  and  some  good  man- 
agement we  hope  it  will  be  a Public  Auction,  the  first  to  be  held  by  the  Galleries  in  some 
years.  We  believe  that  the  Collector  who  really  has  a large  group  of  fine  coins  to  dis- 
perse feels  at  ease  at  the  prospect  of  an  eager  public  present  on  the  floor  to  raise  the 
bids.  He  may  be  right,  considering  the  odd  way  people  are  spending  their  money  these 
days. 

There  are  two  things  both  the  prospective  seller  and  buyer  can  be  sure  of  when 
dealing  with  us.  The  pieces  will  be  accurately,  rather  than  imaginatively,  catalogued,  and 
those  worthy  of  illustration  will  be  presented,  sharp  and  clear,  on  neat  plates.  We  are 
old  fashioned  enough  to  think  that  this  approach  to  handling  coins  is  good  business  as 
well  as  good  Numismatics. 

Here  it  can  be  pointed  out  that  sticking  to  Numismatic  facts  is  all  very  well  in  its 
way.  But  the  facts  are  pretty  closely  connected  with  the  coins  themselves,  a detail  that 
seems  to  escape  more  people  than  it  should.  So,  if  any  of  you  or  your  friends  are  think- 
ing of  parting  with  the  cherished  accumulation  of  a collecting  lifetime,  let  us  hear  about 
it  in  time  for  our  Autumn  Public  Auction.  Remember  that  it  takes  time  to  prepare  a 
catalogue,  even  a poor  one.  It  takes  more  time  to  do  the  kind  of  job  on  which  the  Gal- 
leries prides  itself. 

Returning  to  the  Collection  of  Crowns  and  Talers  featured  in  this  Sale,  the  reader 
will  soon  see  that  they  include  a remarkably  complete  selection  of  what  have  come  to  be 
known  as  “Davenport  Numbers.”  There  is  no  question  that  everybody  concerned  with 
coins  owes  a debt  of  gratitude  for  the  splendid  contributions  made  by  Professor  Daven- 
port to  the  science  of  Numismatics  and  the  hobby  of  coin  collecting.  His  four  volumes 
covering  the  Crowns  of  Europe  and  Germany  during  the  18th  and  19th  Centuries  have 
virtually  made  the  collection  of  these  interesting  coins  a practical  possibility  for  the 
average  man.  Without  them,  the  collector  would  be  lost  in  a sea  of  books  he  probably 
wouldn’t  have,  written  in  various  languages  he  couldn’t  read  if  he  did  have  them. 

In  addition  to  the  group  just  mentioned,  you  will  find  a nice  selection  of  earlier 
pieces  from  the  15th  to  the  17th  Century,  in  this  section  the  outstanding  piece  is  a choice 
example  of  the  first  Dollar-sized  coin,  the  Guldengroschen  of  Sigismund  of  Tyrol,  dated 
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1486.  Also  in  the  area  not  as  yet  covered  by  Davenport,  there  are  selections  of  Latin 
American  and  Oriental  Dollars,  the  latter  group  including  some  rare  pieces.  For  the  man 
who  likes  to  acquire  a quantity  of  coins,  there  are  several  lots  of  German  Talers,  and 

of  Two  and  Three  Mark  pieces. 

The  Italian  Crowns  have  been  segregated  in  a section  by  themselves  because  the 
peculiar  conditions  now  existing  in  the  Italian  market  make  it  impossible  to  judge  in  ad- 
vance what  they  will  fetch.  While  there  are  no  great  rarities  in  this  group,  the  fact  that 
our  European  customers  will  be  receiving  this  catalogue  by  Airmail  should  give  them  a 
chance  to  submit  bids  in  accordance  with  current  market  conditions. 

The  Second  Half,  or  rather  third,  of  this  Sale  is  given  over  to  a Consignment  of 
Gold  Coins  of  the  World,  among  which  a few  odd  pieces  have  a particular  interest,  al- 
though there  are  many  familiar  items  for  the  man  who  still  needs  the  familiar. 


WHAT  MAKES  A HORSERACE 

Everybody  knows  what  makes  a horserace  - a lot  of  nags  all  going  round  an  oval 
track  at  different  rates  of  speed.  How  fast  they  go,  and  which  gets  home  first,  seems  to 
depend  on  the  ability  of  the  Jockey  to  understand  horse  psychology  and  the  state  of  each 
nag’s  tummy  after  his  last  meal.  It’s  all  a question  of  attitude. 

Sometimes  the  publishers  of  the  Numismatic  Review  feel  like  they  are  engaged  in 
some  kind  of  a horserace  with  the  readers  and  customers.  We  are  favored  with  different 
points  of  view  about  our  efforts.  At  least  they  make  the  race  interesting.  By  way  of  an 
example  of  what  we  mean  we  will  quote  two  entirely  different  comments  recently  re- 
ceived.
